vailing winds. In extremely light 
sandy soils the strips should be re-. 
duced in width to meet the require-' 
ments of extreme conditions. 


farms in southern Alberta are laid 
out in strips twenty rods some 
running north and south. 

Assuming for tlustration that’ 
one has a half section of land, one- 
half of which was in crop and one- 
half in fallow, one would naturally 
want to plant all his fallowed land 
the following spring. This could 
be accomplished with reasonable 
safety from soil drifting by cover 
cropping his fallowed quarter in- 
the manney heretofore briefly des- 
cribed, and if for cause he was un- 
able to cover crop his fallowed area! 
and was compelled to plant it in the 
as measured by results one year with 
usual way without any protection 
from the winds, he would simply be 
poattieiny for one season only, the 
azard previously taken for years 
in respect to his summerfallowed 
land. His ‘position in respect to 
the quarter in stubble would now 
be secure for it would be protected 
by the standing stubble. This 
quarter he would summerfallow in 
alternate strips twenty rods wide | 
running north and south, which 
strips of fallow* when completed 
would be fully protected by the im- 
mediate strips of stubble left for 
its protection. The following year 
he would simply repeat this proced- 
ure on the quarter then left in stub- 
ble, and his land would be fully 
prepared for strip farming.
